project. The state is now ready 
to go ahead, using partly federal 
money. Santa Ana has the neces¬ 
sary additional funds available 
from its one-quarter cent gasoline 
tax allocation, but the law pro¬ 
vides that this money must be 
used only on state highways going 
through the city. It cannot be 
used on other streets. 

In other cities which have piled 
up gasoline tax funds without 
using them, the state highway de¬ 
partment has stepped in and done 
street work on its own initiative 
and employed the cities' gasoline 
tax moneys. If that should hap¬ 
pen in this case, all the cost would 
have to come out of the gasoline 
tax fund. 

In city council discussions it has 
been explained that it is logical to 
expect that the state will widen 
South Main street, which ultimate¬ 
ly is expected to be extended to 
Corona Del Mar. 

Mayor Fred Rowland said today 
that while he had hoped that the 
South Main street widening could 
be deferred, it is now impossible 
to delay it without losing the fed¬ 
eral grant. Furthermore, he said, 
while some people have thought 
that the city's gasoline tax money 
coming from the first one-quarter 
cent allocation could be put in the 
general fund and thus be used to 
reduce taxes, this is not true. 
These funds must be used on state 
highways going through the city, 
he explained. 


The city council at its next 
meeting will be confronted with 
two alternatives on the proposed 
widening of South Mam street. 

Shall the council accept a $33.- 
000 federal grant, put $15,542 with 
it from its first one-quarter cent 
allotment of state gasoline tax 
funds and do the job from Fair- 
view to Delhi road, or shall it re¬ 
fuse to do anything and lose the 
federal grant entirely? 

And if the council does refuse 
to go ahead, will the state do the 
job anyway and take all the money 
from this city’s share of the iirst 
one-quarter cent of state gasoline 
taxes ? 

A telegram to Councilman

ROME. Oct. 14. i — Premier 
Mussolini indicated a willingness 
today to overlook League of Na¬ 
tions "injustices" and to talk with 
France and Great Britain, under 
the aegis (protection) of the 
league, about peace in Ethiopia 
and Italy's needs in East Africa. 

Government sources said a 
league mandate over four prov¬ 
inces of ancient Ethiopia, with 
Italy in full possession of most of; 
the remainder of present-day Ethi¬ 
opia, could solve the problem to 
the satisfaction of Italy, the 
league, France and Britain. 

Make* Distinctions 
The Italian spokesmen made a ■ 
distinction between the old prov- j 
inces of Tigre. Amhara. Gojjam I 
and Shoa, and the remaining two- 
thirds of modern Ethiopia, which 
they described as merely colonies 
conquered and appended to the 
original rtucleus of the empire. 

The status of Ras Haile Selassie 
Gugsa, important chieftain of 
Tigre province, who claims the 
right to the Ethiopian throne, was 
officially described as that of a 
technical prisoner rather than a 
king, as had been reported in some 
quarters. (Ras Gugsa and his 
15 000 men went_ over to the Ital¬ 
ian side last week). 

May Rival Haile 
Unofficial sources said he may 
or may not eventually be utilized 
by Italy as a rival of Emperor 
Haile Selassie, but Italy first must 
carry her conquest far enough to 
speak in a commanding tone. The 
form of government or control of 
Ethiopia was said to be a matter 
to be determined in the light of 
future developments. 

An authoritative source added 
the hint that a peaceful solution 
to the problem was within reach 
this month. 

“By the end of October I be¬ 
lieve there ran be useful con¬ 
versation," this authority said. 

What was necessary, Italian 
spokesmen declared, was that Italy 
demonstrate its ability to domin¬ 
ate all Ethiopia, if necessary, and 
that Britain understand its inter¬ 
ests would be protected. 

Within 11 days of the start of 
Its Eritrean army in Ethiopia. Italy 
dominated the whole northern 
Tigre province without a single 
showdown fight, Italian sources 
pointed out.

the general fund, because the law 
will not permit this. 

"I am familiar with the provi¬ 
sion that requires use of this 
money only on state highways 
within a city," said Mr. Smith, ex¬ 
plaining that he opposes the proj¬ 
ects for other reasons. 

Proponents of the project have 
said that if it is not done under 
the present setup, it is possible 
that the state will go ahead any¬ 
way and do it, without the federal 
grant, and using entirely the city's 
gas tax funds. 

"In addition to the $33,000 grant 
and the $15,542 from gasoline tax 
funds, the city will have to buy 
the right of way." said Mr. Smith. 
“And if we don't buy the right of 
way, how can the state go ahead 
and do the job? They want us to 
sue our neighbors to condemn the 
right of way, and I am not in 
favor of doing that. 

"Nor do I believe the people 
favor the mortgaging of our gaso¬ 
line tax money for years to come 
to finish the improvement on 
South Main street. I find no 
popular demand for the project. 
If we went ahead, we would be 
pledging ourselves to a continuous 
improvement which would take our 
allotment of gasoline tax money 
for years to come. 

“Buildings In Way" 

“Eventually the state wants to 
widen Main street up to First 
street. That would dump all the 
traffic at First street, where we 
have no chance of widening it 
through the business section of the 
city. Buildings like the city hall 
stand in the way. 

"Why not divert the traffic be¬ 
fore we get to the congested por¬ 
tion of the city instead of bringing 
it to the congested area and then 
trying to scatter it there? 

"I see no reason for hurry. We

Line Completed 

The taking of Aksum enabled 
the Fascist columns to establish a 
line about 70 miles long on the 
Northern Ethiopian front, from 
Adigrat to the holy city by way 
of Aduwa. 

The capture of Aksum was re¬ 
ported as early as Oct. 8, and 
the Italian minister to Addis 
Ababa, Luigi Vinci-Gigluicci him¬ 
self. announced last week that the 
city had been taken, but com¬ 
munications to the Ethiopian cap¬ 
ital had been faltering. 

Ethiopians themselves did not 
deny earlier reports of the fall of 
the holy city, having ordered most 
of their forces to withdraw and 
to carry off Aksum’s sacred relics.

Saddened by the loss—for an in¬ 
definite period of their fiery 157- 
pound quarterback, Mac Beall. 
Santa Ana’s Saints looked with 
gloom today at the price they paid 
for a 13-7 football victory at Santa 
Barbara Saturday afternoon. 

Raven-haired Mac, an ace block¬ 
er and field general whose pres¬ 
ence seems to add spark to the 
Saint backfield, injured his spine 
when tackled after the return of 
a punt late in the third period 
against the Vaqueros. 

X-Rays Are Taken 

He was rushed to a Santa Bar¬ 
bara hospital, where x-ray pic¬ 
tures were taken. 

A tough and game little fel¬ 
low, Beall was able to return by 
bus with the team. He spent 
Sunday In bed, and will be con¬ 
fined to his home, 601 Kast Third 
street, for several days. There is 
a possibility he will not play for 
the Saints again this season. Re¬ 
sults of the x-ray pictures, to 
be mailed to Santa Ana today, 
will determine whether the in¬ 
jury is a compressed vertebra or 
a severe bruise. A cast ma> l>e 
necessary to correct Beall's 
spine, the team physician said. 

The injury occurred when a 
Santa Barbara player drove hard 
into Beall's back while the Saint 
quarterback was trying to wiggle 
out of the arms of two other tac- 
klers following the return of a 
punt. 

Absent Against Hares 

With their Coast league inau¬ 
gural with Long Beach Poly slat¬ 
ed at Long Beach Saturday, the 
Saints will keenly feel the ab¬ 
sence of Beall. The Jackrabbits, 
Southland champs, feared Beall 
and his expert blocking more than 
anything else, according to Orian 
Landreth, Long Beach coach who 
scouted Bill Foote’s preps against 
Pasadena Muir-Tech here. 

Santa Ana’s success up north 
was due directly to Beall’s spec¬ 
tacular 58-yard run after Inter¬ 
cepting a stray pass In the sec¬ 
ond quarter. He hung up the 
extra point on a fake play 
which only Warren (Whitey) 
Mann, right halfback, knew 
about. The Saint forwards un¬ 
derstood Beall was to drop-kick, 
but Little Mac passed instead to 
Mann for a perfect conversion. 

Beall’s long run shoved the 
Saints into a 13-0 lead. Their first 
score came a few minutes earlier 
when Halfback Mann ploughed 
through the line for a 11-yard gain 


that planted the leather over the 
goal after a quick excursion from 
midfield. Carroll Joy. halfback, 
figured prominently In the drive 
with Mann and Beall—Joy and 
Mann making substantial yardage 
on cut-bark plays. Center was 
Santa Barbara's weak spot. 

Runs 90 Yards 

Fighting with their hacks to the 
wall. Clarence Schutte’s northern¬ 
ers found themselves with the hall 
on their own 10-vard stripe shortly 
after Santa Ana's second score. 
Somehow. Quarterback Garcia 
broke into the open with three 
men ahead of him, and rambled 
90 yards for a touchdown that 
sent the Santa Barbara rooters 
wild. 

All the scoring was confined 
to the second quarter, although 
the Vaqueros were within inches 
of a touchdown near the end of 
the game.

Former San Diego Man 
Held After Triple 
Utah Murder 


SALT LAKE CITY, Oct. 14 UP) 
Following the death-strewn trail 
of a gunman who last night killed 
three persons anil wounded two 
others, authorities today held 
George L. Rutledge. 31-year-old 
former San Diego, Calif., butcher, 
on an open charge. 

Rutledge, apprehended by a po¬ 
lice dragnet thrown out upon dis¬ 
covery of the bodies of a man and 
two women on a farm lane near 
Bountiful. 10 miles north of here, 
was questioned several hours at 
police headquarters. 

Did Not Remember 

Police Chief W. L. Payne said 
Rutledge told of a week-end trip 
to Wyoming during which he 
drank “considerable" liquor. He 
said, Chief Payne announced, that 
he did not remember his actions 
during the period before his ar¬ 
rest. but added he "might have 
done it." referring to the killings. 

The bodies of Mrs. Blanche Nel¬ 
son, 48. Woodcross, near Bounti¬ 
ful; John Lorin East. 42, and his 
wife, Mrs. Alice A. East. 38, were 
found in a lane near the East 
farm home. Each had been shot 
to death and Mrs. Nelson’s head 
had been crushed, apparently with 
a blunt instrument. 

Reconstructing the crime, Sher¬ 
iff Joseph Holbrook of Davis 
county said he believed Mrs. Nel¬ 
son was riding with the gunman 
and was dragged from the car 
and killed, and the Easts were 
then slain because they were un¬ 
willing witnesses to the first 
killing. 

The slayer’s bullets deprived 
five persons of their parents. 
Surviving the Easts are a son, 
Glenn, 14. and a daughter. Lor- 
ene, 18, while Mrs. Nelson's sur¬ 
vivors include two daughters, 
Blanche and Mrs. Genevieve Bar¬ 
ber of Glendale, Calif., and a son, 
Lawrence Nelson, of Woods Cross. 
Mrs. Nelson's husband died sev¬ 
eral years ago.

But we publishers have taken 
advantage of the technical devel¬ 
opments in all branches of trans¬ 
portation and communication to 
make newspaper, which American 
mechanical genius does not seem to 
be able to improve, a better prod¬ 
uct. We bring the news to our 
plants by wire and wireless radio. 
The printer telegraph has been 
perfected largely for our needs, 
better steel has made faster 
presses possible, the latest and 
fastest automobiles and airplanes 
assist us in delivering the most 
perishable of products—the daily 
paper. 

S6 Million Copies Daily 

But we fail to tell our readers 
how and why we spend their mon¬ 
ey to get the best brains and the 
best materials in all branches of 
American industry to produce the 
best possible newspapers in the 
shortest possible time, even if the 
best brains and money to employ 
them seem unable to make any 
great improvements in the funda¬ 
mentals of the printing industry 
itself. 

We may be on the eve of tech¬ 
nical developments that will bring 
about a change in production 
methods, and we will gladly wel¬ 
come them if and when they come. 
But until they come, let us miss 
no opportunity to impress upon 
our readers that the newspaper 
must be good, even if it is an old 
institution with little fundamen¬ 
tal change, to merit the reader 
interest of so great a proportion 
of our population. 

The 1900 daily newspapers 
alone have a circulation of 36 
million copies in a nation of 123 
million people. That is a good 
coverage pretty well spread when 
we consider that 70 per cent of 
these newspapers have less than 
10,000 circulation. Add the circu¬ 
lation and the influence of the 
weeklies numbered among the 21,- 
000 newspapers and periodicals of 
America, and we can better under¬ 
stand what a hold we have upon 
the reading habits of the people. 


This is Newspaper Week. This 
Is the week during which news¬ 
papers endeavor to paint for the 
reading public a picture of what 
a newspaper is, and why. In 
short, it is a week set aside for 
the newspaper to “blow its own 
horn.” ( lark F. Waite, presi¬ 
dent of the California News¬ 
paper Publishers Association, 
explains the purpose of the week 
in the following article.—Ed¬ 
itor’s Note.

Some of the most successful 
newspaper publishers fail miser¬ 
ably in promoting their own busi¬ 
ness. They sell advertising profi¬ 
tably to other successful men and 
give away their space free by the 
yard to successful publicity 
agents. But when it comes to tell¬ 
ing the world about their own 
business to arouse a little appre¬ 
ciation of the work the newspa¬ 
per is doing to aid in the distri¬ 
bution of merchandise at low cost, 
to prove that advertising is a 
great sales agent intead of the 
economic loss the parlor pinks so 
claim, to make folks realize the 
power of the press in directing 
civic work of all kinds into right 
channels, the publisher is too 
modest or too indifferent to tell 
the world about it. 

Newspaper week was designed 
not only to give him that oppor¬ 
tunity, but to prod him into tak¬ 
ing some of his own medicine. If 
newspapers were more given to 
boasting, they would find plenty 
to talk about. An industry that 
pays an average wage of 83.5 
cents an hour compared with 57.3 
cents an hour for all other indus¬ 
tries in America has no reason to 
be ashamed of its working condi¬ 
tions. 

News, Advertising Change 

It may be true that the news¬ 
paper has not made the technical 
advance that other industries have 
made, largely because the genius 
of the Yankee inventor has found 
so little to improve upon in the 
process of making the printed 
page since the alphabet that so 
well preserves our language came 
into use. 

The newspaper itself is much 
the same mechanically as it was 
245 years ago when the first one 
in America was printed It is the 
news and the advertising that 
have changer!, not the newspaper.

NEW LOW FARES 
TO EAST ANNOUNCED 
BY SANTA FE ROAD 

New low round trip first class 
fares will go into effect Dec. 1 on 
the Santa Fe railroad from East¬ 
ern and Middle-western points to 
the Pacific coast. News of tha 
reduction came here to C. D. Lind¬ 
sey, Santa Fe passenger agent, 
from James B Duffy, assistant 
passenger traffic manager at Los 
Angeles. 

The rates affecting first class 
fares will be available until Feb. 
15, with a return limit of 21 days. 
Reductions also will be made for 
round trip tourists and coach tick¬ 
ets, sale of which will begin Nov. 
11 and continue to May 14. The 
return limit on these fares will b« 
six months from date of sale. 

Stimulation of tourist travel to 
California is expected to result 
from the reduced rates.

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SOUTH MAIN STREET 

T AX reductionists, some sincere and some not, often de¬ 
feat their own purpose with half truths or outright 
misstatements. Witness, for example, the attempt of a 
small group to stop the widening of South Main street. 
Incidentally, it is lead by the same group which tried to 
recall a city council because Santa Ana boulevard was 
established. 

One of the arguments advanced against the proposed 
widening of South Main is that the city’s share of gasoline 
tax returns should be placed in the general fund to help 
reduce general taxes instead of being used to help pay the 
expense of the street improvement. 

Of course anybody who is informed knows such a 
thing is impossible. The law providing for the return of 
a share of the gasoline tax to the cities, expressly stipu¬ 
lates that funds from the first quarter-cent allocation 
shall be used for the improvement of state highways 
passing through the cities. That was the purpose of the 
statute—to insure a uniform system of state highways 
inside and outside of the cities. However much we might 
like to use the gasoline funds for other purposes, the law 
will not permit it. 

The reason for prompt action in the South Main 
street widening became apparent Saturday with the re¬ 
ceipt by Councilman Plummer Bruns of a telegram from 
Earl Lee Kelly, director of the state department of public 
works. It said Santa Ana would lose a $33,000 federal 
grant—to cover a major share of the cost—unless the 
council adopts a resolution to proceed with the acquisition 
of rights-of-way so the contract may be awarded prior 
to Dec. 15 and agrees to pay $15,542 out of the gasoline 
tax return as its share of the total cost. Nothing comes 
out of the general fund. There is no other job on which 
the federal grant can be used because in this instance the 
federal government and the state highway department 
have arbitrarily designated South Main street. 

A former city council approved the project agree¬ 
ing with the state to widen South Main street. The state 
now is ready to proceed with the job, desirous of making 
South Main conform to its other arterials in width and 
ultimately to connect with a widened Newport boulevard 
or an extension directly south to Corona Del Mar. It is 
to be a highway built not for today or tomorrow, but 
planned for all time, as are all the other arterials of the 
state highway system. Possibly the highway department 
is too arbitrary but they seem to have us on the hip; we 
either use the money the way they say, or lose it. 

It would seem unwise therefore to fail to use the 
money available for the purpose now planned. If that 
should happen we would lose the federal grant and see 
the South Main street job done by the state. 

And if we should pass the federal grant and leave 
the job for the state to do, the entire cost of the job 
would be paid for out of Santa Ana’s future gasoline tax 
allocations instead of using only a portion of it as now 
proposed. 

SAFETY PROGRAM POPULAR 

C HIEF HOWARD’S safety program, sponsored by the 
Santa Ana police force, may find its way to a national 
broadcast. Should this publicity result from what was 
originally intended as a local promotion, it would indicate 
the idea has unlimited possibilities, and all the elements of 
good sense. It is a pledge for the observance of traffic 
rules and regulations, to the end that human life may be 
conserved, and that Santa Ana become known as a city 
of safe drivers. 

The steadily increasing number of accidents should 
arouse every operator to the inescapable fact that reck¬ 
less driving involves every safe driver, and the pedestrian. 
Our own record in Orange county is not complimentary to 
our skill or caution. 

To the end that we may reduce the death list Chief 
Howard is asking the cooperation of all autoists who 
operate cars within the city limits. That is the extent of 
his authority, but what is worthy of adoption in the city 
is applicable to the county and beyond. That is why a 
national broadcasting company is considering publication 
of the plan over its hook-up so that emphasis and adop¬ 
tion may help in overcoming the wanton waste of life 
that is occurring daily on American highways. 

♦LOOKING SANTA IN THE FACE 

W ON’T be long now before that old slogan will be 
flashed across our sight, “Only so many weeks be¬ 
fore Christmas.” 

Maybe it will help you to remember that prepara¬ 
tions should be made to meet the situation. If you ac¬ 
cumulated during the year a savings account so that you 
could look Santa Claus in the face, you should worry. If 
on the other hand your profligacy has left you up to date 
on the minus side you still have time to lay aside a few 
dollars to make some one happy, and if you don’t it’s 
certain you won’t get any joy out of Christmas. 

The retail merchants division of the Chamber of 
Commerce under the direction of J. H. Bell, does not in¬ 
tend that the spirit of the occasion shall be neglected, and 
his group is making early preparations to introduce the 
holiday season with appropriate exercises. 

Santa Ana will welcome you during the Christmas 
season. Not from the selfishness of commercialism, but 
with spiritual fellowship which should permeate the oc¬ 
casion. 

In the final analysis there isn’t any satisfactory trade 
relationship which isn’t based upon the equitable com¬ 
mand found in the Golden Rule.
